Turpentine Wash Proves Fatal 
To Screw Worms.

Clarksville, Tenn., June 0 In 
view of the inroads made by what is 
called the screw worm, many of the 
farmers of Montgomery county have 
been making experimenta as to what 
method could be naed to destroy the 
pest. Prof. P. L. Harned, knowing 
that turpentine waa destructive to 
all insect life, conceived tho idea 
thut this worm cou'd be destroyed 
by its use. Therefore he prepared a 
basin of three gallona of water, into 
which he put one half pint uf tur- 
pentine. When be pulled the plantr, 
after waahiog the reota wdl be dip> 
ped them into the turpentine water 
and set them out, and so far there 
has been bo effect of the worm 
found, while other tobacco set with- 
out this was suffered very much.

strawberry crop of Warren cnuntv 
baa been harvested and during the 
BoaaoB two hundred cara have been 
shipped from twelve hundred acres 
of berries, bringing the farmers of 
Warren county about $200 000.

Last year 
three hundred ecres were put in 
berriea Which fi Kd sixty cars, bring- 
ing $2.25 perorate and this year the 
largest price received was $1 75, 
which is fifty cents less than last 
season, but a? there were many more 
berriea raised^ihia year'it will bring 
more money to the growers. On 
one Monday night there were 
twenty-nine cars of berries shipped 
to northern points.

N. Holllster, naturalist In rliarRe of 
111'' party. Is elated over the guecess of 
t-ie exoedltlon, and ntatea thai the 
new collection Is qufto rompleie and 
eoTera practically all tbe birds and 
anlmata inhabiting thia previooaly un- 
wevked territory. Tke party wee a 
somU eoi^ eonslstlng of fovr neesbers. 
incla4lag Mr. Holllster. aaslstaat curar 
tor of """nwft**, and J. H. Riley of tbe 
diTiRion el MMa la tbe antteaal 

aeum. 

Assembling at Edmonton, Alberta, 
the party proceeded on tbe Grand 
Trunk railroad to the end of tbe line, 
where they fonnd it neeeasary to take 
peek horses to penetrate the Movat 
Robson region. The land to be sur- 
veyed included the territory lying 
about this mountain In the heart of 
the Canadian Rockies, comprising the 
moat rugged and broken country Imag 
Innhle. Amidst this wonderful scenery 
Mouut Uobt^on rises In titanic outline, 
the highest peak in the Rockies, prob- 
ably between 14.500 and 15,000 feet 
high, and sorroondlng it tor a dis- 
tance of 50 miles in all directlona 
lies the field of the survey. 

In this wild and unclaimed country 
tbe party of naturalists remained near- 
ly four montb.'t, protected by .special 
Iiermlts from the Canadian govern- 
ment The natural history work was 
divided. Mr. Holllster and Mr. Riley 
collecting the birds and small animals, 
wbUe the ether oolleetors hunted big 
game. The coUeetlon Inolndee some 
900 specimens of birds and nammal s, 
the lattMT ranging in size from tiny 
niole-Hke creatures, called "shews," to 
fullgrown caribous and bears. 

One enormous grlszly bear was ob- 
tained by a fortunate shot. Much fine 
material tor exhibition groups was se- 
cured. InelndUng a sertea ot caribou. 
mtHintaln ■sata, awntsln sheep, 
beavers and many r ar letlee of -esaaUer 
animals. Besides birda and 
large numbers of plants and Insects 
were collected. All the specimens have 
been turned over to the national mu 
seum and when the collection Is 
worked up parts of It will be put on 
ezblUtlon. ' 

F. W. Hodask o thnn l mt s f hi eharge 
of the bnreaa oC iUBerleaa ethnology 
of the Smithsonian instltntlea. has re- 
turned to Washington from an expedi- 
tion to New Mexico, conducted under 
tbe Joint auspices of tbe bureau and 
tbe School of American Archaeology 
at Santa Fe. £alrly In September Mr. 
Hodge proceeded to Bl Morro, or In- 
scription Rock, In western New Mex- 
ico, whwe. with the asaiatance of 
Jesse L. Nasbaam of the School of 
American Arehaeology. paper Impres- 
sions and photographs of the Ineerlp- 
ttona on the rock were made. 

Kl Morro Is an enormous sandstone 
rock rising a couple of hundred feet 
out of the plain, and eroded In such 
fantastle forms as, to give it tbe ap- 
pearanee ot a grwit castle, hence its 
Spanish name. ▲ small spring fttmer- 
ly existing at the reek made It a eon- 
Yonlent place for the Spanish explorers 
of the seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
taries, ;uid tUe smooth face of the "cas- 
tle" Nvell adapted it to receive . the 
Inscriptions of the eon«nei«fB eC that 
early period. 

The eartteet Inacriftlon. and hia- 
torloally the meet taiportant. Is that 
of Joan do Oaate. eotaalaer of New 
Mexleo and the toonder of tbe city of 
Santa Fe In 1606. It was in this year 
that Onate visited El Morro and 
cai /ed this lascrlpUou on bis return 
from a trip to the head of tha OoU of 
California. 

There are 19 other Spanish inscrip- 
tions of almost egnal importanee. 
among them that of Den Otego do 
Vargaa. wha In 169S. reooaqnered the 
Pueblo Indiana after their rebellion 
against Spanlah authority in 1680. Tbe 
paper Impressions, or "squeeses," have 
been transferred to the national mu- 
seum, where plaster oaats shortly will 
be made al ttMl li

would have been any bribe of this 
kind In the case of the farmers If irofl 
and step] had not used It to saCsgaard 
their own position. 

Tbe Steel trust Is not only tbe K^ea^ 
est beneficiary of the Republican tar- 
iff, but It Is the most Impressive ex- 
ample of the Repnblleaa policy of 
pampering ooinblnatlone In reetraint 
of trade. It is a good deal more than 
the greatest of trusts. Its creators 
and owners control to a great extent 
tho railroads and the banking Instlfu 
tloiKs of the rountry. The IlarvoBtPr 
trust is one of its satellites It was 
orir.'inl/ed by George W, Perkins. la'e 
of .1. P. Morgan * Co., who Is still one 
of Its directors. TTp to this time it has 
been, like the Steel tmst, one of the 
good tmsts, becanee Its RefahUeanlsn 
was never questioned. 

We can hardly believe that this pro- 
ceeding will have Important results 
aside from the publicity that possibly 
may ensue. The terrorism of the 
Steel trust extends through every 
ramification of Republicanism from 
roaat to coaat It is the Steel trust 
that has made Sepnblleen preeMents. 
controlled Repnbllean eongrsssss and 
fattened RepubUean corr u p ti on funds. 
Every loyal Republican In the Union 
is as reluctant to lay violent hands 
upon the Steel trust as he would be to 
commit a personal assault upon the 
national Republican enmmUtee, 

As there would have been no prose- 
cution of the Harvester monopoly If 
Messrs. Taft and Roosevelt had not 
quarreled, we nay be sons that If the 
Republican party remelns In power 
not mneh win be beard of the ease 
after tbe differences of these two men 
shall have been settled In one way or 
another. The true way to punish the 
steel combination and Its progeny Is 
to punish Its political represeotatlves. 
the Republican party. This can be ac 
compMshed only hf a Democratic 
president aad cengrssa Intent npen re- 
BMyelng tha ai lor lion ikom oar tariff 
laws. 

The moot powerful of Republican 

presidents have not ventured to at- 
tack the Steel trust and Its subsidia- 
ries. We therefore cannot regard 
very seriously a movement against 
them by the veaheot of 
presidents. 



Senate Has Done Nothing This Season 
Tbe senate has done practically 
nothing this session. Tbe senate Re- 
publicans have drifted along. There 
Is neither party orpuUaatlea nor par- 
ty spirit among them. A group has 
been busy playing politics. They 
have done something to help tbe presi- 
dent lu his struggle for delegates. 
Nearly all the Republicans have been 
thus engaged In th«ir respective states. 
They have given virtually no atten- 
tion to legislation, outside of local 
measures. 

On the other hand the Democrats 
are diligently and aggreesively work- 
ing out their program. Before the 
session adjourns It promises to be 
definite and comprehensive. They 
have been less diverted by the presi- 
dential campaigning. While there is 
divergenoe ot view within tbe Oemo- 
cmtie party, theaa haa haai 
eo^aratlon. whenerer the eall 
wade tor a forward noeeoMBt. 
this co-operation haa been all the more 
effective becauae it has swept along in- 
surgent support In tbe bouse and, 
when the period comes for voting up- 
on important meaauree, win probably 
oompaad aaob snpgeii la tha asnats 

Chanee for Taffa ■eenomy. 
The agreaoMnt between the booae 

and senate conferences on the gen- 
eral service pension bill will add 
about $26,000,000 a year to the gov- 
ernment's expenditures for pensions. 
If the bill passes Mr. Taft wiU never 
have a better opport^hlty to prove 
ble slnoerity In tiM peltag of eaonossy. 
A ringing veto woold he the best 
means of putting to shame tbe poli- 
ticians of both parties who seek to 
use the federal treasury for campaign 
purposes. It would also show that 
Mr. Taft la not "feeble " and "a mai 
of straw."

So I thought 
I would try ordering one from En- 
gland, and it came by parcel-post 
last week. The shape is plain flat, 
and it is covered with pearl grey 
b oadcloth, with a twisted sash of 
silk of the same color. It is lined 
with a pretty shade of green silk, 
and is very becoming. It was not 
expensive either, as hats go, and I 
feel that it is nice enough to wear 
anywhere in company with dress 
bits. It rea!11y hasn't been such a 
temptation to go without a dress, 
hat here, as by the time they arrive 
from Ameriea, they are all ftoppy j 
and banged up. I shouldn't like to | 
be caught wearing «ome of Um hats 
I have seen out here. 

The Bangkok papers are full of 
the revolution in Chins; I suppose it 
will be very serious. I had to laugh 
over one piece nf news in the Bang- 
kok paper: One of the royal ele- 
phants haa taken a great dislike tc> 
the trolley cars, and charges them, 
every time he sees one. He is taken 
to the river every morning for his 
bath, and has recently put one out 
of commission, and serfonsly injured 
another. The motor-men have 
caught on, and now whenever they 
see the elephant, they run the car 
the other ,way; which upsets the 
time-table somewhat, but saves the 
car. This elephant has also taken a 
great fancy to the rice-cakes in the 
little shops along the way, and usu 
ally takes all in right, and then 
wants soma more. Isn't this a ming 
ling of savagery and civilization? 
Such as you will find nowhere save 
in some of our Oriental dties.

The patrona of the Cumberland 
Telephone Company in Louisville are 
lookins: forward to the refund of 
appreciable rami they have paid the 
telephone company linea Febroary, 
1909, when the ordinance refjulatinjr 
telephone rates in Louisville was 
signed by Mayor Grnutaad 

This ordinance was opposed by the 
Cumberland as confiscatory and the 
company sough t, by injanction, to 
prevent it beinsr enforced. The Su- 
preme Court decided Friday that 
the ratea are not eonfiaestory. . i, 

The ordinance makes the follow- 
ing reductions: Business tines, from 
$7 50 a month to $6.50; party busi- 
ness lines from ?.'.rjO a month to $4 
a month; residence lines, from $3 60 
a month to $8; party reafdenee linea 
from $2 50 a month to $2. Pending 
the decision of the Supreme Court 
the higher ratea kava been charged. 
The company will have to refund the 
exciNa. which ia believed to amount 
to $160,000. Tha radnetlon to ratea 
will amount to 160,000 a year or 
more.
